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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 4-1 1 are pending. Applicant cancelled claims 1-3 and 12-15. 

2. Applicant's proposed Amendment to the Specification is noted. Applicant is requested to 
send in a substitute Specification with the changes noted.

5. Claims 4-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wynn et al, 
US 5,717,867. 

Wynn discloses a computer system for a time keeping and expense entry system for 
tracking employee work time transfer of data contained in a database comprising, a graphical 
user interface (GUI) and a wireless protocol medium. 
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Webster does not appear to explicitly describe generating a text message over the 
Internet. However, to support a subsequent generation of time keeping and expense report text 
messages over the computer system of Wynn would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. Doing such would incorporate well known document storage and retrieval means with a 
time keeping system. To have provided the data transfer to comprise a short message service, 
page or e-mail for the computer system of Wynn, as modified by Skinner, would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Doing such would substitute well known data transfer 
means for the Wynn system.
